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LIFE  has  many  purposes;  man  many  pur- 
suits, but  no  purpose  is  more  purposeful 
than  the  scramble  for  bread  and  butter,  a 
roof  to  sleep  under,  and  clothes  for  one's 
back.  Success  in  this  universal  endeavor  is 
of  many  degrees. 

In  the  higher  brackets  it  results  prin- 
cipally from  intelligence,  good  luck,  and 
hard  work.  Sometimes  we  succeed  with 
only  two  of  this  triad,  but  most  of  us  need 
all  three,  and  over  only  one  have  we  any 
control,  —  work. 

Our  intelligence  we  can  blame  or  praise 
our  ancestors  for;  our  luck  comes  from  we 
know  not  where;  but  work  is  our  very 
own  —  we  can  do  as  much  of  it  as  we 
want  to,   or  as  little. 

The  readers  of  this  article  have  been 
to  college;  they  have  had  the  luck  to  be 
able  to  go,  the  intelligence  to  be  able  to 
get  in,  and  will  have  worked  hard  to  stay 
in.  In  other  words,  practically  all  have  the 
elements  of  more  than  average  success. 

How  then  can  Lehigh  help  to  better 
your  ambitions?  Her  direct  effect  upon 
your  fortunes  ended  when  you  left  col- 
lege. Indirectly,  she  can  help  you  all  your 
life  if  you  want  her  to,  but  you  must 
continue  to  do  some  work  for  her. 

The  higher  Lehigh  stands,  the  more  val- 
uable is  your  degree 
and  Lehigh's  standing  is 
not  measured  entirely  scho- 
lastically.  The  fact  that 
every  man  in  the  graduat- 
ing classes  may  be  within 
1  0%  of  the  maximum  mark 
is  perhaps  not  as  good  as  it 
sounds. 
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The  President  of  our  Board  of  Trustees 
graduated  at  the  nead  of  his  class,  was 
captain  of  the  baseball  team,  and  today 
is  one  of  the  ablest  business  executives  in 
America,  but  it  doesn't  aWays  happen 
that  way  and  we  have  other  alumni  we 
are  just  as  proud  of,  who  got  through  by 
the  proverbial  skin  of  their  teeth. 

So  we  have  two  requisites  for  Lehigh 
men  —  first,  that  they  must  not  "flunk 
out  "  and,  second,  w^e  must  be  able  to  be 
proud  of  them.  As  undergraduates,  we 
may  be  proud  of  their  scholastic  stand- 
ing, or  their  football  playing,  or  journal- 
istic ability,  or  any  one  of  a  dozen  rea- 
sons; as  alumni,  we  may  be  proud  of 
their  professional  success,  their  business 
ability,  their  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
their  fellow^  human  beings,  or  of  many 
things. 

You  can  help  us  get  good  men  to  come 
to  Lehigh;  you  can  watch  their  progress 
through  the  University;  you  can  main- 
tain your  interest  in  what  your  Alma 
Mater  is  teaching,  how  her  athletics  are 
getting  along,  the  quality  of  her  teaching 
staff,  etc. 

Come  back  as   frequently  as  you  can, 

meet  the  men  on  the  Campus,   visit  your 

fraternity    and  /  or    the    department    from 

which  you  graduated.  If  you  can  subscribe 

to  the  Alumni  Fund,  do  so; 

but  if  not,   take  an  interest 

anyhow.      You  will  always 

be  w^elcome    and    you  will 

help  Lehigh's  good  name.

Some   Olympic   Dope  You  Never 
Heard  Before 

I  am  not  nuich  interested  in  alibis  that 
try  to  explain  away  a  defeat  in  Ath- 
letics, but  oeeasionall.v  silence  from  some- 
one who  has  the  facts  contributes  to  an 
injustice  and  for  this  reason  I  am  going 
to  give  yon  Lehigh  men  the  true  pic- 
ture as  it  affected  Howell  Scobey  and 
Ben  Bishop  in  the  Olympic  games. 

One  week  prior  to  the  Olympic  finals 
here.  Ben  Bishop  received  an  injury  that 
was  a  severe  handicap.  However,  he  was 
selected  by  the  Olynqiic  committee  who 
had  .seen  him  easily  defeat  Lewis  of  Ok- 
lahoma to  win  the  National  Collegiate 
crown  two  years  before  in  Michigan.  On 
the  w;iy  over  on  the  boat  he  easily  han- 
dled Lewis  and  Knight,  two  men  who 
won  out  a.gainst  him  in  the  Olympic  fi- 
nals here  at  Leliigli  at  l."i.S  lbs.  In  a 
liiial  workout  willi  Lewis,  he  injured  his 
right  elliow  su  lliat  his  tryout  with 
Strong  wfis  iiostponed  four  days.  Finally, 
I  u<>  days  before  landing.  Strong  and 
liishop  wrestled  ;i  beautiful  bout  to  a 
draw.  'I'liis  was  sonietliing  to  see  as  it 
was  a  battle  between  two  men.  neither 
of  whom  had  ever  been  thrown  in  eight 
years  of  wrestling.  The  remaining  two 
bciuts  were  postponed  until  arrival  in  the 
Olympic  Village.  Half  way  through  the 
first  bout  in  Berlin.  Bishop  suffered  a 
ilisldcaled  sbonUier :  in  fact  it  went  out 
tluee  times  before  the  bout  was  over: 
each  time  he  held  his  opponent  off  until 
he  worked  it  in.  T  have  never  seen  any- 
thing to  eipial  this  display  of  nerve  and 
b.-icklione  in  all  ni.v  years  of  coaching.  I 
i('(iiili}iiir(l  nil  jxii/c  fifteen) 


Back   in  1911,    a  bright,  good   imtured 
Baltimore  boy  got  his  name  io  the  paper. 
The  Baltimore  8un  published  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph  in  a  story  about  fly- 
ing: 

"Overton  CSuitz')  Snyder  and 
another  of  the  Maryland  National 
Guard  told  a  reporter  of  the  time, 
several  years  ago.  when  they  began 
flying  •motorcycle  gliders.'  Their 
handmade  aircraft  was  launched 
into  the  air  by  means  of  a  motor- 
cycle. 'Snitz'  would  run  the  motor 
part  of  the  time,  then  take  his  turn 
handling  the  glider.  Once  in  a  while 
a  tree  would  somehow  get  in  the 
way,  and  several  crashes  resulted. 
'Snitz'  also  crashed  once  without 
going  up  in  the  air  —  when  the 
cycle  was  stopped  so  suddenly  that 
he  went  over  the  handlebars  head- 
first into  the  brush. 

"The   boys   had   no   one   to   teach 
.them  to  fly  in  those  days,  but  they

trusted    to   luck    and    taught    them- 
selves to  fly." 

It  is  truly  a  far  cry  from  the  adven- 
tures of  a  boy  who  was  the  co-pilot  of  a 
home-made  gas-pipe  glider  to  the  position 
of  manager  of  the  Eastern  Division  of 
the  Pan-American  Airways  System  under 
whose  supervision  32-passenger  clipper 
ships  link  the  continents  of  the  New 
World.  But  that  is  exactly  the  transition 
in  the  career  of  W.  Overton  Snyder,  'IS. 

"Snitz"  was  not  the  first  boy  in  Amer- 
ica to  develop  an  early  enthusiasm  for 
aviation  but  he  was  one  of  the  kind  who 
stayed  with  it  and  there  he  differed 
from  thousands  of  others. 
He  had  become  "air-minded"  about  as 


soon  as  he  finished  his  work  in  the  Bal- 
timore public  .schools  and  his  active  in- 
terest continued  through  the  Baltimore 
Polytechnic  Institute  from  which  he  was 
.graduated  in  1014.  His  leanings  toward 
mechanics  took  him  to  Lehigh  where  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1918  in 
the  department  of  mechanical  engineer- 
ing. 

Then  came  the  World  War,  and  Sny- 
der's aviation  work  led  him  directly  to 
the  air  division  of  the  Navy  with  which 
he  was  transported  to  France  as  an  en- 
sign. 

Fortunately  for  aviation,  the  war  did 
serve  to  bring  emphasis  upon  it  that  it 
had  not  enjoyed  previously  and,  along 
with  Snyder's  growing  interest,  were 
growin.g  also  the  improvements  that 
eventually  led  to  the  prominent  place 
for  commercial  aviation  which  it  enjoys 
today  nnd  the  Lehi.gh  man  was  being 
prepared  by  experience  to  fit  into  this 
picture. 
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Returning  from  the  war,  he  became 
an  officer  of  the  Maryland  National 
Guard,  the  first  aviation  unit  of  its  kind 
to  be  formed  in  this  country,  and  con- 
tinued his  tlig'ht  training  until  he  was 
able  to  purchase  a  plane  for  his  own 
use. 

Meanwhile,  he  aided  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Chesapeake  Aircraft  Cor- 
liuratiou  which  operated  commercial 
planes  and  in  the  forming  of  the  Sky- 
sine  Corporation,  devoted  to  aerial  ad- 
vertising by  day  and  lighted  signs  by 
night. 

But  we  are  not  to  believe  that  this 
Lehigh  man  spent  his  entire  time  with 
aviation.  While  slowly  pointing  to  his 
goal,  he  was  president  of  the  Arundell 
Packing  Company,  a  Maryland  corpora- 
tion, in  1919  and  1920.  During  the  latter 
year,  he  turned  to  the  direction  of  sales 
and  rentals  of  Yellow  Cabs  and  com- 
mercial electric  products  for  Sterrett 
and  Company  of  Baltimore.  lie  was 
vice-president  of  the  Brm  until  1924. 

Mr.  Snyder  resigned  from  the  com- 
liany  when  it  was  taken  over  by  General 
Motors  and  the  following  year,  conduct- 
ed a  general  contracting  business  under 
his  own  name  in  Florida. 

But,  as  late  as  192::)  there  were  more 
adventures  for  him  in  aviation.  His 
early  Hying  experiences  with  his  boy- 
liood  glider  and  as  an  odicer  of  the 
aviation  corjis  of  the  Maryland  National 
(iuard.  won  him  transport  pilots'  license 
nunilier  .579  when  the  Department  of 
('onnnerce  was  organized.  He  held  the 
license  for  many  years  while  bis  flying 
ability  was  developing  to  a  high  de- 
gree. 

Then   in    t'.YS.i   the   increasing   interest 


As  told  by  A.  E.  Curtis 
a  staff  official  of  the 
Pan-American  System 

in  flying  prompted  the  Baltimore  News 
to  sponsor  the  first  scheduled  air  race 
in  America.  Again  Snyder  was  a  part 
of  the  picture  when  he  was  chosen  as 
one  of  the  competing  pilots. 

Each  of  the  contestants  received  sealed 
orders,  unknown  to  any  of  them  in  ad- 
vance, and  before  the  take-off  from  Bal- 
timore they  found  that  they  were  to 
fly  to  several  eastern  cities  and  return.  So 
e.Yiiet  was  the  race  that  they  were  re- 
quired to  reach  each  airport  at  a  speci- 
fied moment  with  penalties  being  en- 
forced for  being  either  early  or  late. 

Timing  carefully,  Snyder  roared  over 
his  course  and  completed  the  flight — the 
closest  to  the  required  schedule.  But  due 
to  deviation  in  his  unfaithful  watch  he 
received  a  minute's  penalty  on  the  offi- 
cial timing  and  was  dropped  to  second 
place.  The  cash  prize  of  $2.50  somewhat 
alle\'iated  bis  disappointment,  however. 
The  race  had  been  supervised  by  Gen  J. 
E.  Fachet,  then  assistant,  but  later  chief, 
of  the  array  air  service. 

No  stranger  to  the  Department  of 
(jommerce  was  Pilot  Snyder  when,  eight 
years  ago,  he  accepted  a  position  with 
it   as   airway   extension   superintendent.

P.y  plane  and  rail,  he  traveled  through- 
out the  United  States,  cooperating  with 
municipalities  and  large  business  firms 
in  the  establishment  of  airports  which 
formed  the  foundation  of  the  present 
systems  of  airways  in  this  country. 

On  August  2S,  1928,  Snyder  joined  the 
engineering  department  of  Pan  American 
Airways  System  through  Chief  Engin- 
eer Andre  A.  Priester,  and  was  assigned 
to  the  Fokker  factory  in  Wheeling.  West 
^'irginia,  where  he  served  as  inspector 
of  planes  then  under  construction  for  the 
company.  In  January  of  1929  he  was 
called  to  Miami  as  engineer  for  the  Car- 
ibbean Division. 

Now,  in  1936,  the  boy  that  crashed  in 
his  glider  is  manager  of  the  entire  East- 
ern Division.  The  boy  that  dreamed  of 
flying  is  the  head  of  the  airways  divi- 
sion which,  for  more  than  six  years,  has 
been  the  general  training  ground  for 
pilots  and  personnel  of  all  departments 
in  this  far  flung  transport  system. 

Under  his  direction  is  the  Eastern

The 
Executive  Secretary 
reported  that  the  Di- 
rectory w  o  u  1  d  be 
ready  for  distriljution 
by  June  l'.):i7.  even 
though     there     is 


still    a  good  deal    of  work    to    lie  done. 

On  prospective  students,  Jlr.  Sultzer  re- 
ported that  he  had  an  opportunity  to 
talk  with  I'resident  Williams  regarding 
enrollment  and  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  if  we  continue  with  the  present 
rate  of  young  men  entering  and  com- 
paratively small  numbers  graduating, 
our  enrollment  would  run  into  figures 
beyond  what  he  thought  it  possible  to 
take  care  of  properly  with  our  present 
teaching  force  and  physical  plant.  He 
believed,  and  it  was  the  belief  of  a  num- 
ber of  others  present,  that  the  require- 
ments for  entrance  should  be  made  much 
more  severe  than  at  the  present  time. 
Although  this  is  strictly  a  University 
matter,  at  the  same  time,  it  was  felt 
that  the  University  should  know  the  sen- 
timent of  the  Alumni  Directors  in  this 
matter. 

Mr.  Dodson.  Chairman  of  the  Alumni 
Fund  Committee,  reported  very  briefly 
that  good  work  has  already  been  done. 
A  special  preferred  list  of  prospects 
has  been  prepared  and  these  men  are 
now  being  approached.  The  campaign 
for  the  addition  to  the  Chemical  Labora- 
tory will  be  very  much  on  the  same  or- 
der as  the  previous  campaign  and  will 
lie  started  actively  after  the  first  of  the 
year.  It  was  expected  that  enough  money 
would  be  in  hand  or  in  sight  to  justify 
breaking  ground  next  spring  so  that  the 
cornerstone  of  the  addition  might  be 
hud  Alunmi  Day  and  the  addition  com- 
pleted for  occupancy  by  September,  1937. 

Mr.  Herrick,  managing  editor  of  the 
Bulletin,  reported  that  the  Bulletin  is 
in  better  financial  condition  than  it  has 
e\-er  been  in  the  history  of  the  magazine. 
In  addition  to  having  the  largest  number 
of  paid  subscribers  in  its  history,  the 
Bulletin  is  a  larger  magazine  (40 
pages)  and  has  increased  its  advertis- 
ing revenue  sulistantially  without  mak- 
ing an  increase  in  rates. 

All  present  commented  very  favorably 
(ju  the  improved  appearance  and  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  Bulletin.  On  sugges- 
tion made  by  the  Executive  Secretary,  a 
motion  was  unanimouslj'  carried  that  be- 
ginning at  once,  and  made  effective  with 
the  January  issue.  Herrick  be  appointed 
editor  of  the  Bulletin  for  the  fine  work 
he  has  done. 

The  Executive  Secretary  submitted 
figures  showing  comparative  collections 
from  September  3.  1935  to  November  22. 
V.):','i  as  against  this  year  from  August 
30  to  November  20.  There  are  nearly  300 
more  paying  dues  this  year,  representing 
almost  .$1,000  increase ;  almost  200  more 
are  .subscribing  to  the  Bulletin,  equal- 
ing nearl.v  .$1,000  more  in  receipts:  over 
100  more  have  given  to  the  Alumni  Fund 
and  the  amount  collected  for  the  Fund  is 
nearly  twice  that  collected  for  the  same

Washington,   Correspondent  for  the 
Indiana iiolis  yews. 

A  baby  and  two  girls  landed  me  in  the 
Washington  bureau  of  the  Indianapolis 
News  five  years  ago.  The  daughter  of 
the  bureau  chief  went  to  Europe  with 
my  sister.  The  chief's  secretary  got 
married.  The  secretary  later  resigned  in 
tavor  of  motherhood.  I  got  the  job. 

Since  then  through  increased  assign- 
ments 1  have  wcirked  in  all  phases  of 
Washington  news,  with  Congress  my 
chief  interest  of  the  moment. 

In  general,  there  is  nothing  unusual 
or  extraordinary  about  our  business.  Ke- 
porters  seen  in  the  movies  are  the  luudi 
as  far  as  our  activities  are  concerned. 
Washington  correspondents  (there  are 
more  than  400  registered  at  the  White 
House)  taken  as  a  whole  are  just  plain 
people  trying  to  make  a  living. 

The  quickest  way  to  antagonize  not 
only  our  group  but  any  newspaper  man 
is  to  make  one  of  the  following  re- 
marks :  "Jly.  you  must  meet  such  inter- 
esting people."  or  its  variation :  "ily. 
it  must  be  interesting  work."  Of  course 
we  like  it.  bnt  isn't  it  true  that  the  chem- 
ist's test  tubes  are  interesting,  as  are 
the  engineer's  bridge,  dam.  or  skyscrap- 
er, the  lawyer's  latest  utility  case 
against  the  govermnent,  or  the  miner's 
underground  imrsuit  of  minerals? 

People  and  events  are  the  tools  we 
use  to  fabricate  the  daily  paper.  Wash- 
ington correspondents  serve  one  phase 
of  the  process  by  special  writing  on  na- 
tional characters  and  situations. 

At  the  beginning  all  may  seem  strange 
and  involved  as  the  workings  of  the  fed- 
eral government  grind  along.  However, 
it  does  not  take  long  to  settle  down  to 
the  regular  news  coverage. 

As  an  illustration,  shortly  after  1 
joined  the  News  bureau,  the  Chief  took 
me  to  the  White  House  to  nii'(>t  I'res- 
ident  Herbert  Hoover.  After  the  news- 
paper men  hiid  tiled  out  of  the  execu- 
tive oilice  on  press  cont'erenco  day  the 
Chief  presented  me  to  Mr.  Hoover.  Up 
to  that  moment  what  feelings  I  had  were 
of  a  shaky  variety.  I  gave  the  Pres- 
ident "a  wet  fish"  handshake  and  step-

ped  back  ready  to  run  for  the  door,  but 
nothing  happened.  He  said  "Hello"  and 
at  that  instant  the  thought  struck  me 
that  ''even  the  Chief  Executive  of  the 
United  States  is  only  a  man."  Since 
then  I  can  meet  almost  any  one  with- 
out a  wiggle. 

Morris  L.  Cooke,  rural  electrification 
administrator,  came  to  Washington  to 
join  the  tamed  Roosevelt  brain  trust. 
Aliout  a  hundred  of  us  went  to  his  first 
press  conference  to  learn  what  the  latest 
alphabetical  agency  was  going  to  do  to 
the  country.  In  effect  Uncle  Sam  was 
shaking  a  fistful  of  money  at  the  farm-

LOOKING  AHEAD 


A  vision  of  America's  industrial  future  as 
seen  by  a  prominent  authority  on  business

II 

The  picture  of  a  near  tomorrow  in- 
cludes pneumatic-tired  railroad  coaches; 
wireless  power  for  both  stationary  and 
moving  machines ;  synthetic  radium ; 
wrapping  papers  that  are  transparent ; 
sidewalk-subways ;  concrete  foundations 
under  railway  tracks :  houses  of  copper, 
metalized  wood  and  glass  brick ;  books 
that  come  in  rolls ;  aerial  ferries ;  na- 
tion-wide system  of  pipe  lines  transport- 
ing gas  and  oil ;  six-lane  townless  high- 
ways ;  and  efficient  equipment  for  broad- 
casting not  only  light  and  heat,  but  also 
odors  and  scents. 

Food  will  be  obtained  from  cotton 
seed  and  various  other  materials  that 
are  not  now  regarded  as  sources  of  edible 
products. 

Milk  will  be  softened  as  water  is  soft- 
ened, to  remove  some  of  its  excess  lime. 
The  lime  is  more  beneficial  to  the  calf 
than  to  the  human  body. 

Enormous  strides  will  be  made  in  phy- 
siology. Even  now,  bones  are  being 
straightened  by  giving  the  patient  a  diet 
of  medication  routine  which  first  soft- 
ens them.  Then  they  are  placed  in  a  cast 
and  later  rehardened. 

Companies  in  different  cities  will  auto- 
matically pick  up  telephone  calls  that 
now  go  unanswered.  In  New  York  City 
alone  there  are  more  than  5,000,000  tele- 
phone calls  daily,  and  of  these  approx- 
imately 300,000  go  unanswered. 

Perfumes  will  invade  industry.  Man- 
ufacturers who  have  been  giving  their 
products  visual  appeal  will  add  some 
olefaetory  come-hither.  The  use  of  aro- 


matics  to  increase  sales  is  still  an  in- 
fant activity. 

The  current  chemical  revolution  will 
make  a  new  world  as  surely  as  the  in- 
dustrial and  steam  revolutions  made  the 
old.  This  will  greatly  affect  agriculture, 
because  from  the  farms  of  the  nation 
will  come  a  lar.ge  portion  of  the  raw  ma- 
terials that  many  of  the  chemical  fac- 
tories now  get  from  mines  and  wells. 

We  must  think  of  the  years  imme- 
diately ahead  in  terms  of  methods  that 
will  make  agriculture  independent  of 
weather  and  seasons :  motor  vehicles  of 
a  size  heretofore  undreamed  of  and  trav- 
eling at  speeds  currently  regarded  as 
fantastic ;  super-apartment  houses  up  to 
200  feet  high,  with  vast  covered  arcades 
wherein  climate  may  be  manipulated  at 
will ;  and  an  endless  assortment  of  sim- 
ple but  useful  products  such  as  hub-cap 
pumps  that  will  keep  auto  tires  inflated, 
and  water-proof  raincoats  for  2.5  cents 
each. 

In  the  life  of  tomorrow  soft  Southern 
woods  will  be  used  extensively  for  pa- 
lmer manufacture.  Tung  oil.  superior  to 
that  froiu  China,  will  be  produced  in 
large  quantities  in  the  South.  Colloidal 
chemistry  will  be  developed  rapidly  to  a 
point  where  it  will  play  a  vital  part  in 
medicine,  agriculture  and  industry. 

Long-range  weather  forecasting  is  .iust 
commencing.  Kindred  research  will 
proliably  reveal  the  relationship  that 
exists    between    sun-spot    activities    and

human  affairs,  especially  such  major 
catastrophies  as  wars  and  panics.  Each 
sun-spot  maximum  during  the  years  that 
have  intervened  since  the  Civil  War  has 
been  followed  within  30  months  by  a 
business  depression. 

The  Stock  Market  crash  of  1929  fol- 
lowed the  solar  maximum  of  1928.  The 
1920  slump  came  after  the  1918  solar 
peak.  The  1907  panic  was  the  sequel  of 
the  1900  sun-spot  maximum,  and  the 
1.893  panic  followed  the  1892  solar  peak. 

The  job  of  creating  a  better  civiliza- 
tion is  far  from  finished.  There  can  be 
no  more  than  a  temporary  curtailment 
of  human  efforts  anu  desires.  The  talk 
about  saturation  points  is  mostly  non- 
sense. 

The  railroads  need  a  billion  dollars 
worth  of  equipment. 

Airports  must  be  built  in  dozens  of 
towns  and  cities. 

We  must  eliminate  205,000  grade  cross- 
ings at  a  cost  of  more  than  a  billion  dol- 
lars. 

It  will  take  ten  years  to  remove  the 
housing  deficit  that  exists,  and  still  take 
care  of  a  growing  population.  In  50  cities 
there  are  210.000  homes  without  sanitary 
facilities ;  440.000  have  no  central  heat- 
ing plant :  and  90,000  do  not  even  have 
running  water. 

Throughout  the  world  are  huge  mar- 
kets awaiting  development.  Think  of  the 
350,000,000  people  in  India,  most  of 
whom  are  still  content  to  wrap  them- 
selves in  a  cotton  sheet. 

America  has  22,000  motor  vehicles  to 
ever.v  100.000  people  —  China  has  only 
seven,

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The  foUowiug  is  from  the  pen  of  our 
University  President,  Dr.  C.  C.  Wil- 
liams : 

"The  increased  enrollment  in  chemis- 
try and  chemical  engineering  is  not  pe- 
culiar to  Lehigh  University  but  is  pres- 
ent at  all  of  the  other  leading  universi- 
ties of  the  country  which  include  tech- 
nology. Both  industry  and  agriculture 
are  looking  to  chemistry  for  the  solution 
of  their  economic  problems.  It  is  safe  to 
say  that  chemistry  will  find  no  single 
magic  formula  that  will  accomplish  the 
transformation  sought  but  rather  that 
the  procedure  will  be  prolonged  endeavor 
with  irregular  advances  made  all  along 
the  front.  The  acute  need  for  a  larger 
chemistry  building  is  not,  therefore,  eith- 
er local  or  temporary,  but  represents  a 
permanent  condition,  so  that  in  provid- 
ing' the  more  adequate  building,  we  shall 
he  building  solidly  for  the  future  of  Le- 
high. In  my  opinion,  this  is  the  fore- 
most of  the  building  needs  of  the  Uni- 
versity." 

From  the  above,  you  see  our  President 
considers  this  addition  the  foremost  of 
the  building  needs  of  the  University  and 
he  is  delighted,  as  are  the  Universiiy 
Trustees,  that  the  Alumni  Association, 
at  the  meeting  last  .June,  so  spontan- 
eously agreed  to  provide  the  necessary 
money  for  this  project.  Plans  have  been 
drawn  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
raone.v  is  in  sight,  contracts  will  be  let. 
It  is  our  hope  that  the  corner  stone  of 
the  addition  may  be  laid  Alumni  Day 
and  the  building  ready  for  occupancy  by 
September,  1037,  when  students  come 
back  to  college. 

We  are  now  launching  the  campaign 
I)roper.  Last  year  the  cooperation  of  the 
Leliigh  clubs,  class  agents  and  the  loyal 
support  of  the  alumni  was  an  inspira- 
tion to  us  all.  There  are  now  114  more 
subscribers  to  tlie  Fund  to  date  as  com- 
pared with  the  same  date  last  year.  We 
are  already  assured  of  the  popularity  of 
the  campaign  and  that  everyone  who  can 
will  make  a  gift  this  year.

After  an  enjoyable  turkey  dinner. 
President  L.  Earl  Wilson,  '14,  called  the 
assembled  guests  to  order  and  presented 
tlie  toastmaster,  A.  B.  Maginnes,  '21.  He 
immediately  called  on  T.  H.  Mueller,  '14, 
sales  manager  for  Julius  Kayser  &  Com- 
pany.

wanted  to  stop  the  bout,  but  be  waved 
me  away.  At  the  end  of  the  15  minute 
bout  the  Referee,  Coach  Thom  of  In- 
diana. Coach  Gallagher  of  Oklahoma, 
and  the  writer  met  in  the  center  of  the 
mat  to  determine  the  winner  and  it  was 
so  close  we  discussed  it  for  nearly  ten 
minutes.  Strong  got  the  decision.  The 
final  bout  next  day  was  almost  an  exact 
duplication  and  the  final  decision  that 
went  in  favor  of  Strong  was  partly  be- 
cause of  the  obvious  handicap  under 
which  Bishop  was  working.  Bishop 
wouldn't  tell  you  this,  that  is  why  I  am 
doing  it.  Strong  would  have  won  that 
Olympic  title  except  for  an  ankle  in- 
jury he  suffered  early  in  the  meet  in  ;i 
bout  with  a  Jap. 

I  still  believe  Strong  could  have  won 
at  158  where  he  belonged  as  he  weighed 
167  one  week  after  the  injury  that  put 
him  out.  The  strenuous  last  minute 
bouts  with  Bishop  should  never  have 
been  necessary.  The  team  should  have 
been  determined  before  we  sailed.  Bishop 
is  still  the  best  wrestler  in  the  world  to 
me.  Dr.  Estes,  Jr.,  examined 
him  when  he  returned  and  ad- 
vised to  keep  ont  of  competition 
for  at  least  a  year. 

Scobey  and  Dunu  staged  their 
first  try-outs  aliout  the  fourth 
day  out.  Scobey  took  Dunn  to 
the  mat  and  had  him  under- 
neath practically  all  of  the 
time  until  two  minutes  to  go 
in  a  fifteen  minute  liout.  At 
this  stage  Dunn  reached  back 
from  underneath  and  caught 
Scobey's  foot,  locked  both 
arms  around  it  and  then 
leaned  liackwards  to  secure  a 
touch  fall.  The  second  bout  vras  almost 
the  same ;  Scobey,  fast  and  clever,  Dunn 
just  too  big  and  strong,  and  the  same 
foothold  from  underneath  secured  the 
type  of  fall  that  the  Olympic  rules 
make  possible.

area  which  includes  the  West  Indies  and 
the  east  coast  of  South  America  to  Rio, 
Buenos  Aires,  the  Canal  Zone  and  routes 
from  Miami  to  Havana  and  westward  to 
Merida,  Mexico. 

Under  Mr.  Snyder's  supervision  come 
the  various  functions  of  the  airways  rep- 
resented by  the  departments  of  execu- 
tive, operations,  maintenance,  communi- 
cations, airport,  traffic,  accounting,  pur- 
chasing and  public  relations.  Each  de- 
partment, of  course,  has  its  own  man- 
ager, staff  and  personnel.  Ships  of  the

bloc  is  the  "Topfloor  Colorado."  In  the 
National  Press  Building,  obviouslj',  it 
goes  by  tiers. 

Because  of  our  numbers  it  would  be 
impossible  for  high  government  officials 
to  grant  many  private  interviews  so 
scheduled  press  conferences  offer  free 
questioning  on  regular  days.  However, 
private  conferences  are  readily  obtain- 
table  if  the  matter  is  urgent.  In  fact 
even  a  telephone  call  often  gets  a  few 
minutes. 

As  a  useful  ad.iunct.  government  press 
agents  play  a  prominent  part  in  Wash- 
ington newsgathering.  They  handle  rou- 
tine reports,  feature  matter,  and  statis- 
tical information.  They  are  also  helpful 
in  telling  a  reporter  who  to  see  on  a  spe- 
cial question.  In  that  respect  they  are 
friendly.  In  addition  they  are  our  worst 
enemies  as  they  try  to  protect  their 
chiefs  from  too  close  analysis,  present 
only  their  side  in  controversy,  and  won't 
miss  a  chance  to  stuff  you  with  plain, 
unadulterated  propa.ganda — if  they  can. 

Joseph  B.  Eastman  was  federal  co- 
ordinator of  transportation.  I  have  never 
met  him.  bvit  one  day  last  spring  a  ter- 
minal consolidation  was  on  the  fire  so 
I  called  his  office. 

"Is  Joe  Eastman  there,"  I  asked. 

"Yes,"  the  reply  came,  "you  are  talk- 
ing to  him." 

That's  the  first  time  I  didn't  strike  at 
least  a  teeny-weeny  piece  of  redtape  on 
the  road  to  a  high  federal  officer. 

In  covering  Washington  general  news 
it  is  a  rare  occasion  that  involves  much 
danger.  During  my  five  years  here  it 
came  once  during  the  bonus  riots  of 
1932,  and  that  in  a  way  was  chance. 
The  police  and  the  bonus  marchers  had 
been  fighting  off  and  on  all  morning — at 
one  time  there  were  enough  bricks  in 
the  air  to  build  a  two-story  house  with 
a  porch  around  it. 

About  noon  it  was  rather  quiet  and 
several  policemen  went  into  a  partly  de- 
molished three-story  building  to  chase 
out  marchers  who  had  been  throwing 
bricks  from  the  roof  and  out  of  the  win- 
dows. The  mob  closed  in  on  the  build- 
ing and  the  officers  were  trapped.  All 
but  one  got  out  when  the  gang  closed  in. 

As  the  side  was  out  of  the  place  I 
could  see  the  man  rushing  down  the 
stairs.  He  got  about  four  steps  from 
the  ground  floor  when  he  saw  he  would 
have  to  shoot  it  out.  From  my  vantage 
point  on  a  pile  of  stone  some  1.5  to  20 
feet  away  I  saw  him  fire.  Several  other 
officers  shot  also  and  when  it  was  over 
two  marchers  has  cashed  their  bonus. 
The  entire  drama  had  lasted  not  more 
than  three  minutes.  All  fighting  stop- 
ped and  the  officers  and  marchers  joined 
in  trying  to  give  first  aid. 

Such  is  the  way  of  news.

Boh  Pursel  wrote  the  following  and 
I'm  sure  we've  all  found  his  experiences 
most  interesting  to  hear  about.

Nov.    26,    1936. 

Since  I  left  the  states  in  April  to  return  to 
Ecuador.  I  have  been  engaged  mostly  in  explor- 
ation work  and  I'll  tell  you  this  is  a  tough 
country  to  prospect;  mostly  jungles  and  one  can 
go  days  on  mule  back  without  even  seeing  a 
rock.  Some  of  my  time  has  also  been  spent  on 
the  highlands,  and  at  present  I  have  my  camp 
just  above  the  timber  line.  It  will  not  be  long 
until  the  rains  start,  and  travel  is  practcally 
impossible  in  some  parts,  so  I  will  return  to 
the    mine    for    a    while. 

Travelling  is  fine  sport  here,  providing  9ne 
can  take  it  seventeen  davs  ou*  of  twenty.  Durin:T 
one  trip,  I  was  riding  mule  back  an  average  of 
seven  to  eight  hnurs  daily,  with  the  other  re- 
ma-ning  days  filled  within  a  dug-nut  canoe  down 
a  tropical  river,  or  bus  ride,  which  when  I  en- 
tered and  Yankee-like,  figured  the  seating  capac- 
ity and  income  for  a  trip,  showed  seats  for 
twenty-five,    but    before    the    journey    was    ended, 


there  were  seventy-two  passengers  not  including 
several  chickens,  luggage,  baskets  and  even  a 
crate  of  eggs.  It  is  a  good  thing  our  fellow  en- 
g^inecrs  in  the  motor  car  division  build  the  cars 
and  trucks  with  a  large  factor  of  safety,  for 
here  as  long  as  there  is  a  place  to  hang  on  you 
are  entitled  to  a  ride.  I  was  ijacked  in  so  tight 
that  I  could  not  move  to  scratch  some  insects, 
which  had  discovered  new  territory  and  had 
left   the   old. 

Another  trip  from  the  western  range  of  the 
Andes  to  the  coast  and  back  again.  When  I  ar- 
rived at  the  coast  I  was  unable  to  hire  an-mals 
for  the  return  trip  so  had  to  go  to  Guayaquil  by 
bus,  a  trip  of  seventeen  hours,  although  I  was 
in  the  bus  nineteen  hours,  having  been  called 
at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  then  rode 
around  the  city  for  two  hnurs  collecting  passeng- 
ers, before  we  started.  This  bus  only  had  first 
class  passengers,  but  some  have  first  and  second, 
and  some  places  it  is  all  second  class  passengers, 
on   to  and   push,   or  everybody  out. 

The  railroads  are  fine  too,  on  one  I  was  un- 
able to  get  inside  the  car  so  had  to  stand  on  the 
platform.  Before  we  had  advanced  very  far,  my 
shirt,  trousers  and  even  socks  were  full  of  holes 
burnt  from  flyng  sparks.  At  the  first  stop  I  de- 
cided to  ride  on  a  car  load  of  oranges  which  was 
ahead  of  the  locomotive.  On  another  railroad 
there  were  no  passenger  cars,  and  one  could  ride 
inside  the  box  cars  on  bales  of  cotton,  rubber, 
tagua  nuts  (vegetable  ivory  used  for  buttons, 
etc.)  or  cacao,  or  else  sit  on  the  same  kind  cf 
things   on   flat  cars  cr  be  burned   by  sparks. 

Hotels  and  restaurants  T  had  better  not  men- 
tion or  you  would  think  I  was  trying  to  spoof 
you. 

At  present  I  am  working  out  from  a  new  pros- 
pect, and  have  been  examining  different  road 
sites,  so  that  accounts  for  the  long  trips.  Now 
I  am  running  a  compass  survey  from  a  mine  to 
a  hacienda  on  the  other  side  of  the  Andes.  To 
date  I  have  come  through  ten  kilometers  of  jun- 
gles, most  of  which  had  to  be  opened  by  machetes. 
As  it  took  me  almost  two  hours  walking  to  get 
to  the  place  I  stopped.  I  transferred  my  camp 
to  above  timber  line  and  am  working  hack.  Only 
a  few  hours  per  dav  is  clear,  then  heavy  fog 
rolls  in  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  more  than  ten 
meters. 

Some  interesting  things  I  saw  on  my  trips  were 
placing  tile  on  a  house.  The  Indians  have  a  cus- 
tom of  helping  their  neighbors  and  in  this  par- 
ticular case,  thev  place  on  tile,  then  blow  a  horn 
and  all  take  a  drink  of  chicha.  One  can  see  that 
they  are  rather  drunk  at  the  end  of  the  day,  and 
revel    at    the    fact    that    they    do    not    fall    off    the 
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ources  or  oervice

At  dusk  a  b!g  table  is  set  with  moti  (boiled 
corn)  roast  meats,  potatoes,  rice  and  more  chicha 
and  the  celebration  continues.  This  was  in  the 
high  country  on  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Ama- 
zon. Here  also  they  make  the  cheaper  grade 
Panama  Hats  and  nearly  everyone  works  on  them 
during  idle  moments. 

In  the  low  country,  where  the  huts  are  built 
of  bamboo,  and  upon  stilts,  the  dogs  run  up  and 
down  ladders  as  slick  as  can  be.  The  first  time  I 
saw  this  was  when  I  was  going  to  pitch  my  tent 
at  a  clearing,  and  a  colored  rubber  gatherer 
said  not  to  on  account  of  the  t  gers.  and  to 
sleei'  in  his  house.  I  certainly  was  amazed  at 
their  agility. 

Various  kinds  of  fishing;  one  place  the  native 
builds  dams  across  a  river  the  lower  one  being 
open  so  that  the  water  will  flow  through  it  but 
the  other  end  is  made  water  tight.  This  drys  the 
river  which  is  sent  through  another  channel  and 
the  people  pick  up  the  fish  on  the  dry  river  bed. 

Another  place,  small  fences  of  split  bamboo 
are  built  into  the  river.  These  are  equipped  with 
sliding  vertical  gates.  Bananas  are  cut  and 
thrown  in  these  enclosures,  then  when  the  fish 
are  feasting,  the  gate  is  dropped. 

At  still  another  place,  twelve  to  fifteen  men 
take  a  long  net,  and  start  out  in  the  middle  of 
the  river,  and  work  shoreward,  netting  the  fish 
which  are  placed  in  a  long  cylindrical  shaped  live 
box  made  of  bamboo  and  with  balsa  wood  floats. 
These  can   then   be  floated  to  the  markets. 

Spears,  cyanide,  barbasco.  dynamite,  one  man 
nets  and   hooks  wth    flies,   or  other   bait   arc   used. 

Pardon  the  paper  but  it  is  all  I  have  with  me, 
and  once  during  my  trip,  it  was  soaked  when 
my  mule  and  T  were  swept  into  a  deep  hole  in 
the  river   T   was   fording.
